Indiana's Famous Democratic Statesman

INDIANAPOLIS, June 22,—Honorable Jo- 
seph E. McDonald died last evening at his 
home here. He was born in Butler 
county, O., in 1819. He went to Indiana 
with his parents in -1826, He was appreu- 
ticéd to the. saddiler’s trade at Lafayette, 
but. quit to attend sehool. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1843, and was prose- 
cuting attorney in 1849 to 1847. He was 
elected to the Thirty-first congress by the 
Democrats of Indiana, serving from Dec, 
8, 1849, to March 3, 1851.
